insist is that both Russia and Japan 
shall in the settlement live up to the 
terms of the undertaking to which both 
of them have subscribed, that the integ- 
riy of China shall be respeced and the 
equal rights of all powers in, China re¬ 
cognized, including distinctly the open 
door.

Ottawa, Feb. 7.—A large delegation 
of lumbermen waited oh the government 
to-day to get a duty of $2 a thousand on 
rough lumber. The delegation was or¬ 
ganized by British Columbia lumbermen 
who have been hard hit by competition 
from United Stntes mills. Aiuung the 
delegation were J. R. Booth and Denis 
Murphy, Ottawa; J. B. Millar, Parry 
Sound Lumber Co.; \V. D. Luuuuies, 
Sarnia Lumber Co.; W. B. Trudal, Tor¬ 
onto; James Playfair, Midland; W. P. 
Bull, Toronto Lumber Co.; I). L. Whete, 
Midland; E. H. Heaps, Vancouver; T. 
F. Paterson, Vancouver; W. C. Wells, 
Mr. Letch, Vancouver: Messrs. Hendry 
and Jardine, New’ Westminster; Mr. 
Jones, Golden; Messrs. MacLennnn and 
Stone, Vancouver board of trade; C. C. 
Halluutyne, vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Manufacturers' Association, and It. 
J. Young, secretary of the association. 
The delegation met Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Senator Templenmu and Hon. W. 
Paterson, minister of customs, in the 
railway committee room of the Senate. 

The first speaker was Mr. Paterson, of 
Vancouver He said that British Colum¬ 
bia mills had to shut down for three 
months in the year because of the com¬ 
petition from the United States. The 
dnty on rough lumber was therefore ne¬ 
cessary. He appreciated the difficulties 
that the government had in a»ranging a 
tariff to suit the various needs of the 
conutry. What he objec.*tf to was that 
British Columbia should In* singled out 
and not given uu equal chance with the 
manufacturers of other provinces. The 
duty was so far refused because of the 
Northwest farmers, but in bis opinion 
Manitoba nnd> the Northwest farmers 
had reached that stage of prosperity 
which would permit of their paying for 
thia duty. Individually they were better 
off than the people of British Columbia. 
The Northwest farmer was willing to 
PAy a duty on waggon* and everything 
elae he required, but refused to do *o on 
lumber. The Northwest fnrmer had pro¬ 
tection for his egg*, flour and butter. 
The people of British Columbia had to 
purchase these and did not object, but 
jUjgy thought it wan only fair that the 
Rortbweat farmer should meet them in. 
the same spirit. The United State* ships 
its lumber to the Northwest but buys 
nothing in return. The enforcement of 
the dumping clause, which they did not 
object to, operated against the purchaser 
in British Columbia. The appraiser at 
Vancouver customs told him this. Brit¬ 
ish Columbia mills could supply all the 
trade of the Northwest without increas¬ 
ing the price of lumber. 

Mr. Mncl^ennan, representing the Van¬ 
couver board of trade, was the next 
to sjieak. He said that unless the gov¬ 
ernment came to the assistance of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia mills there would be fail¬ 
ures and hard times ahead. Lumber waa 
the principal industry of the province. 
British Columbia had no protection, 
while the farmers of the Northwest had. 

The people of British Columbia had to 
pay duty on what they purchased, yet 
when it came to protecting the lumber 
industry it was refused. Manufacturers 
elsewhere were protected, but when it 
came to British Columbia nothing was 
done. 

Mr. Stone, nlso of the Vancouver 
t»OHnl of trade, rend a paper on the im¬ 
portance of giving the duty to protect 
the industry. He said that it cost $12.(51 
per head to develop British Columbia 
against $1.33 for Ontario. 

Mr. Jones, Golden, spoke strongly in 
favor of the duty. He said that the 
United States waqfed to sell the surplus 
of their lumber in British Columbia and 
keep up the regular price at home. He

SKIRMISHES ALONG TIIE 

SHAKIIE AND HUN. 


MARY MEN KILLED 

OR THEIR WAY TO WORK 


Tokio, Feb. 5.—There were a number 
of serious skirmishes along the Shakhe 
and Hun rivers on Friday night and Sat¬ 
urday. 

The Russians shelled portions of the 
Japanese lines on Friday night and small 
bodies of Russians attacked Waitao and 
Titi mountains and places in these vicin¬ 
ities. Reports received from Japanese 
Manchurian headquarters say that all the 
attacks were repulsed. 

On Friday afternoon Russian batteries 
stationed at Liuchentun and Wanpao 
mountain, north of the Shakhe river, and 
at other places, shelled the Japanese 
positions. 

On Saturday morning 600 cavalry, 
comprising one force, and two companies 
of infantry and one battery another, 
simultaneously attacked Chitaltse. on the 
right bank of the Hun river. The Rus¬ 
sians appeared to have reserves. The 
Japanese garrison at Chitaitse was de¬ 
fending the place when the report of the 
attack was forwarded.

Towns In Poland, mere Situation 
is Growing Worse.

Warsaw, Fob. 7.—Several men were 
kiMed here by strikers to-day when at¬ 
tempts were mnde to resume work. 
Many arrests have been made. 

Tbe price of provisions has gone up. 
Tbe peasants are afraid to bring in their 
produce. 

Strikers thia morning attempted to 
bring out the employees of the electrical 
plant of the lunatic asylum, hat the doc¬ 
tors succeeded in pacifying the men. 

According to a report from Radom, 
twenty workmen hare been killed or 
wounded in strike disorders there to-day, 
while at Skareiako twenty-four have 
been killed and forty wounded. 

. Grave trouble is also reported at 
Tvutno to-day. Troops have been sent to 
Kutno from here 

Becoming More Aggressive. 

Lodz, Russian Poland, Feb. 7.—The 
factories were opened thia morning, but 
scarcely any of the workmen appeared. 

At one factory the men worked until 
lunch time and then left and refused to 
return, saying they did not wnut to be 
killed by a bullet from the street fired 
through the door. Another factory 
abruptly ended work. 

Tbe situation appears to be growing 
worse and a critical time is expected on 
February Oth, the date on which some 
of the largest manufacturer* have de¬ 
cided to pay their employees the balance 
of their wages, dismissing them and 
abutting down the mills indefinitely. 

The strikers are becoming more aggres¬ 
sive. This morning they forcibly entered 
a mill and destroyed the machinery. 

Food Scarce. 

Batcran, Caucasia, Feb. 7.—The strike 
situation here is growing worsen business 
is practically at a standstill, although 
some steamers have succeeded in getting 
away. Food is becoming more scarce. 
The military governor has issued a proc¬ 
lamation warning the Inhabitants against 
assembling in crowds.

Helsingfors. Finland. Feb. 0.— , 
SoUulon Soininen, procurator-general of 
Finland, was assassinated ill his red- 
donee at 11 o’Hock this morning. The | 
assassin and Soiuiucu’.s son were both j 
wounded in a revolver duel following the j 
killing. 

The motive of the crime apparently j 
was purely political, th** slain official be- j 
ing a prominent member of the govern¬ 
ment party. 

The murderer appeared at the procura¬ 
tor’s residence nt 11 o’clock to-day and 
sent in a card Waring the name of Alex. 
Gadd, who is in the Russian service. Tin* 
young man, who was smartly dressed in 
an officer's uniform, was promptly admit¬ 
ted to the official’s private study, aud on 
his entrance fired four shots from a re¬ 
volver, one of the bullets piercing the 
breast of the procurator, who expired al¬ 
most immediately. His 17-year-old son. 
hearing the shots, rushed in from an ad¬ 
joining room and fired three or four shots 
nt his father's assassin, whose right leg 
was broken below the knee by a bullet. 
He was also slightly wounded in Hie 
shoulder and a finger of his left hand 
was struck. The assassin fired the one 
remaining bullet in his revolver nt So’ni- 
nen'a son. wounding him slightly in the 
calf of his right leg. He then endeavor¬ 
ed to escape, but fell to the floor. There 
lie was seized. 

I>octors were called immediately, but 
found the procurator beyond need of 
their service*. The assassin was removed 
to the surgical hospital, where he Itos 
guarded by police, answering no ques¬ 
tion* and evidently unconscious. His re¬ 
covery. however, is thought to be cer¬ 
tain. Up to the present the authorities 
have boon unable to identify him. He is 
of a dark complexion and apparently be¬ 
tween 25 and 30 yenra-©f-agp. 

Soininen, who. before he was ennobled, 
was known by the name of Johnson, was 
boro In 185*5 and practiced at the Fin¬ 
nish bar. He was highly esteemed, and 
had held rarious- government appoint¬ 
ments. including that of provincial judge. 
He was appointed procurator of the Sen¬ 
ate in 1901. nnd in the same year was 
made procurator-general of the Duchy of 
Finland. Johnson was regarded as a 
wise nnd patriotic official. It is under-, 
stood that it was nf his initiative that the 
Finn* exiled hr Governor-General Rob- 
rikoff were allowed to return to Finland.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 6.—The assembly 
of nobles of St. Petersburg today adopt¬ 
ed an address to Emperor Nicholas con¬ 
gratulating him on the birth of an hear 
to the throne, nnd assuring him of the 
confidence of the nation. The address 
asserts that the union between the auto¬ 
cratic monarch and his devoted nation is 
unshaken by recent event* af home and 
abroad, points out that officials and 
statesmen cannot solve all question*, aid 
begs His Majesty to permit of represen¬ 
tatives of the whole people participating 
in the discussion and legislation of gov¬ 
ernment measures and system. The ad¬ 
dress is as follows: 

“Sire,—We have met in troublous 
times. Foes are attacking us. their aim 
being to bring Russia to a shameful 
peace, wring from her distant territory 
and bring to naught the system of gov¬ 
ernment which has been sanctioned by 
centime^. A way out of the difficulties 
must be found. We realize that every 
word addressed to Your Majesty in this 
painful hour is weighted with grave re¬ 
sponsibility. li e all are witnesses to 
Your Majesty's efforts to secure the wel¬ 
fare of Russia, the decree of December 
23rd revived the hopes of your subjects, 
who saw therein the true salvation of 
the fatherland. This is not the first 
time dark clouds have towered over Rus¬ 
sia; but despite former efforts to shake 
the base of the government the country 
has Ikecome stronger nnd advanced 
proudly and puissantly along the path of 
progress. From union between an auto¬ 
cratic monarch nnd a devoted nation 
Russia has -»ver derived a strength which 
neither the foreign foe nor trouble at j 
home could exhaust. We. the nobility i 
of St. Petersburg, are convinced that the 
union is unshaken nnd must prevail. 
With the aid of God our valiant troops, 
who are not sparing their lives for the 
Emperor and the fatherland, will crown 
the Russian arms with fresh glory and 
troubles at home will cease. 

“Sire,—The whole nation awaits with 
eagerness the fulfillment of your imperial 
will; but officials and statesmen of what¬ 
ever qualities nnd zeal cannot solve aD 
the question of the nation’s Jifo. Your 
forefather* hearkened to the voice of 
Russians elected- by the nation, and this 
custom. so far from weakening, 
strengthened the autocracy and aided it 
to attain its present greatness. 

"Sire,—Order now that elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the country may raise their 
voices to the throne and partici|>ate in 
accordance with your sovereign direc¬ 
tion in legislation and dtocusston of gov¬ 
ernmental measures. The nobles of SL 
Petersburg sincerely believe that, pro¬ 
vided union of the throne and nation is 
I supported by confidence on the part of 
the Emperor, internal troubles will van¬ 
ish and that all Russia will rise and 
serve the sovereign faithfully, for the 
salvation and glory of the country and 
the confusion of its enemies.” 

The address was adopted by a vote of 
158 to 20.

in muzzling the press. Napoleon IIL 
did not make greater or more tell-tale 
haste in suppressing Charivari after his 
coup d’etat. It is a French writer and 
publicist, M. Bonal, who has put the 
truth in concise form: “Grant that a 
state may b© disturbed by what news¬ 
papers say, yet it perishes if they are 
allowed to say nothing.” The press, like 
every other human institution, is opon 
to criticism; if it is wise, it will gjve 
heed to intelligent objections and com¬ 
plaints, and will mend its manners and 
its morals alike; but It will receive the 
objurgations of delinquent officials as a 
welcome sign that it is rightly playing 
the part which Romilly assigned to an 
tint rum moled and plain-spoken newspa¬ 
per in a free country. 


THE MOST FAVORED PORTS. 


Discussing a proposal to impose com¬ 
pulsory pilotage dues upon vessels enter¬ 
ing Tuget Sound ports, the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer says: “In© ports of the 
Pacific coast are to engage lo a pretty 
severo struggle for the control of the 
Oriental trade. In the long run, the port 
which will secuc® fhe bulk of tho busi¬ 
ness will bo the jmrt which a vessel can 
enter, discharge, l'»n*l and depart from 
lo the sea at the smallest Expense. Puget 
Sound has every advantage over all of 
the other ports on the coast in this re¬ 
spect at present. It should seek to main¬ 
tain its advantage. It would be a seri¬ 
ous mistake to pass legislation designed 
to increase tho port charges here.” Wc 
«r© Inclined to l*el!e^e that if our con¬ 
temporary had considered it would not 
have been so hasty in its coudusion that 
“Puget Sound has every advantage over 
nil other ports on the coast in this re¬ 
spect at present.” Hut perhaps there 
are hampering influences maintained iu 
connection with the ports of Victoria and 
Esquimnit that more than counteract the 
manifest advantages of physical situa¬ 
tion. These two ports should possess ad¬ 
vantages in respect to Oriental trade 
over all other harliors on the Pacific 
coast. If they do not, in what respect 
are they handicapped? it would be inter¬ 
acting to find out.

1 private affairs, or unsettling srtisatlon- 
| alism, or irresponsibility, or reckless in- 
< ventions, against which these official 
censors protest. No; what arouses their 
• anger is that the press mnkes snch per- 
| sistent and successful use of publicity 
in regard to public men and measures. 

| What, attack our motives? Render us 
1 ridiculous? Pick daws in our bills? 
j Evidently, something is rotten iu the 
i Fourth Estate. This is the gravamen. 
The “diffusive gentlemen of the press,” 
as John Morley calls them, become 
awaro of what is going on behind the 
scene* at Albany or Harrisburg or 
Springfield or Washington, and. faith, 
they’ll prent it. Hence the pain and 
celestial wrath of our dwellers in the 
Olympus of officialdom, 
j Now, we have often had occasion, by 
, precept and (we hope) by example, to 
take up our parable against the demor- 
: aiized and demoralizing press; bnt in 
this matter of keeping vigilant watch 
1 over the elected servants of the people, 
and of offering a free vent to popular 
1 feeling and demand, we thick the run 
of our newspapers perform a true ser- 
I vice. It is the more essential, the 
I stronger the political machine. As bossm 
multiply, and the party organization be- 
| comes more powerful and intolerant, 
thore would be small check upon their 
creatures in office, did not the press con¬ 
stitute itself a sort of exigent coustit- 
; nancy for them all, daily demanding an 
I account of their stewardship. In so far 
I a * official railing at newspapers springs 
from dislike of that function of their* 
it singles out a matter really deserving 
j of praise, not blumo. 

; Most editors, we presume have left 
I off talking oracularly, with Mr. Pott of 
| the Eatanswill Gazette, of “the enor¬ 
mous power of the press.” It is no long¬ 
er necessary to assume that its favor 
is life or its frown deadly. But if it 
cannot directly sway masses of men, 
it can at least nerve/na an accurate rec¬ 
ord of their political hopes and fears. 
It can register public opinion. If it can¬ 
not formulate it. if can go to those in 
authority and tell them what the peo¬ 
ple want On the other hand, it can tell 
the people what their chosen lawmakers 
and rulers are doing. All these. If they 
are not Jove-like prerogative* are still 
most useful services in a republic; and 
of the humblest newspaper that honestly 
strives to perform them the community 
may truthfully say that It “serves in 
offices that profit us.” 

Recent events in other lands as woll 
as here have put beyond reasonable dis¬ 
pute the value of the press ns an agent 
of publicity. In New York, we have 
seen newspaper discussion force the dty 
government to ^execute a complete right¬ 
about. It is safe to say that, bnt for the 
inquiries, the proddings. the exposures, 
the remonsfranees of the press, Comp¬ 
troller Grout and Commissioner Oakley, 
with the Mayor’* npproval. jyould have 
gone joyfully on their way, and the light¬ 
ing monopoly would have been firmly 
■trapped upon the city’s back. And fcf 
we lift up our eyes to behold troubled 
Russia at this moment, how significant 
is the instinct of tyrannical repression

A BLIND ARISTOCRACY. 


Officialdom in Russia will presently be 
discharging its functions in armordad 
fastnesses. It has sown the wind, and 
has reaped what is probably only the 
first swirl of tho whirlwind. It is not in 
human nature to endure that which has 
fallen upon the ‘‘common people” of 
Russia without attffcapts at retaliation. 
It is inevitable that the mere thought of 
what has Immji dene in the name of law 
und order in 8t. Petersburg, in Moscow, 
In Warsaw and in other parts of the 
Holy Empire shall produce that which 
has befallen tho procurator of Finland. 
The people have no other means of ex¬ 
pressing their sentiments. They are told 
they are not ready to bear the 
responsibility of <tbe self-government 
even hr the * extremely modified 
form their rulers might under 
other circumstances be prepared to 
concede to them. If they were to ask 
when the task of educating them up to 
the point from which theyvcould compre¬ 
hend tlie responsibilities of selecting their 
own government is to be commenced, the 
reply woukl probably be a shrug of the 
shoulders. But even the Russia of to¬ 
day, the most outrageous political 
anomnly of the twentieth century, is not 
immune from the, pressure of tho public 
opinion of the wofld. Officialdom writhes 
under the criticism of the prt-ss of free 
i countries such as Great Britain and the 
United States, ond condescends to at¬ 
tempt an excuse fof its conduct. No 
word of portest comes from the biding- 
yt*>lno 0 iu which the Czar, the official head 
of the whole barbarous system, has 
burled himself, for the protection of his 
august person. To the Grand Dukes is 
left the task of sending forth deprecatory 
interview*. Through this medium the 
world is -Jpformed that a Senate will be 
erected as a buffer between the wrath 
• of an outraged people and those who are 
responsible for tho wholesale murders 
committed by bands pt mercenaries act¬ 
ing under tho authority of an autocracy 
•Which denominates Itself a government. 
Will a long-suffering and Oppressed peo¬ 
ple whose Industry has been applied to 
tho maintenance of a luxurious and 
pampered aristocracy be represented in 
tho Senate, or will teat body be made up 
of the olaha who in thA’paat have tender¬ 
ed the Czar advice t6 his hurt? Som* 
few facts are apparent: ThfTO can be no 
real reform with the consent of fhe pres¬ 
ent governing classes; only n revolution 
no accomplish the rof*j»j|Uoi> of the 


destruction for one company or amal¬ 
gamation. Who but fhe public will pay 
the cost of war when the fight is over? 
Mr. Lubbe might have compared 1 our 
rate* with those of a Large majority of 
Canadian citiea, with Portland', 8pokane, 
San Francisco, and would' have come to 
the conclusion that wo are cheaper than 
most of them. But that would not have 
gratified hia sense of humor. 

As I said before, Mr. Lubbe's letter, 
and his whole attitude of benevolence to 
the city of Victoria, is simply a Joke, 
perhaps somewhat clumsy, but still one 
that will be appreciated by those who 
have had business dealings with the Es¬ 
quimau Waterworks Company and its 
gonial manager. The only regrettable 
feature about the incident la the fact of 
the press taking the joke seriously. Tlm.t 
awful “secret” contract, how it shapes 
itself into a deadly club over our sinful 
heads in the hands of the papers. 
Wherever tho word "contract” appears 
it must be preceded by “secret” In capi¬ 
tal letters, to 'bo spoken in an awed 
whisper. 

May I bo permitted to say all there Is 
to say about the secret contract" in a 
few word* without affection, without 
misrepresentation, and without mock In¬ 
dignation, 

Tho city council of last year wished 
to improve the city’s water supply. They 
cast their eyes on GMidstream. They 
took legal advice, and were toM that 
they might expropriate the works of the 
Esquimalt Waterworks Company or take 
water from Coldstream for their own 
waterworks. They knew that we were 
using the waters of Goktotream to de¬ 
velop electric power, having the exclt&ive 
right to such water for power purposes, 
under contract with the owners thereof, 
the Eequhnalt Waterworks Company, 
for a term of 33 years. They also knew 
that we consider the price charged us for 
water by the water company too high, 
being equivalent to $40 per horse power 
per year for the mere water used, to 
which would be added interest aud de¬ 
preciation on the electrical installation 
and the cost of operation, making.lt prac¬ 
tically Impossible to sell power wholesale 
to manufacturers, and restricting our 
operations to a retail lighting business. 
They alsb knew that In order to get 
cheaper power we had taken up a 
water record on Kokasilah river and 
fthnwnigan lake, and were preparing to 
develop said yower, and- confine the use 
of water from Coldstream to four million 
gallons per days as permitted under our 
contract, instead of ntHistng the maxi¬ 
mum of fifteen million gallons dally, 


which we were rapidly approaching. 
Knowing all these facts and wishing to 
retain us as a large customer for water 
which wheu used l>y us remains abso¬ 
lutely unpolluted and fit for driuking, the 
council requested Mr. Coward and my¬ 
self to meet them to discuss the terms 
of an eventual contract in the event of 
the city acquiring the Goldstream waters 
in ono way or another. We met the full 
council, the city solicitor, city engineer, 
city clerk, commissioner of water and 
other gentlemen some three or four 
times, and the tentative contract now 
published in exteoso was the result of 
| the deliberation?. I am not aware that 
i any of the gentlemen present were 
‘ pledged to secrecy, and 1 1 venture to say 
I that whoever desired information about 
I that contract could get at any time. 
| Our company have observed no secrecy 
in the matter, as we have had nothing to 
conceal. 

If any proof were needed hereof, the 
contract itielf will give it. It reducee 
slij^htly the price of water to our com¬ 
pany, but only on the quantity which it 
is optional for us to take or leave. On 
all other points the contract modifies the 
terms of our present contract in the 
city’s favor. I do not ask anyone to 
take my word for this. He who reads 
can judge for himself. The monopoly 
established, of which Mr. Lubbe dares 
only speak with bated breath, consists tn 
reducing our solo right to the water for 
power purposes from 33 years to 25 
years. 

However, to discuss further this tra¬ 
vesty on an injured public spirit will 
weary the public as ic wearies me. I 
shall only add one word to the press. In 
editorials on the subject the daily papers 
broadly hint at the advisability of the 
city’s storting in competition with our 
company in order to bring us to a proper 
state of humility. The device is not new. 
Encourage in all possible ways the in¬ 
troduction of British capital into the 
country, then when you have got it 
placed where It cannot easily get out, 
hammer it. No matter whether the com¬ 
pany acts decently ro the public and to Its 
employees, no matter whether its moder¬ 
ate modicum of success Is of financial 
assistance In England to the credit of the 
whole province, just hammer it. Call It 
a monopoly* even If It holds no other 
rights than those anyone else can ac¬ 
quire who has the money and the plnck 
to pick it, and having wrongly christened 
it a monopoly, hold it up to public scorn 
for what it is not. In Ontario so disas¬ 
trous was the result of municipalities In¬ 
stalling civic plants to compete with ex¬ 
isting private companies, that the legis¬ 
lature was impelled to put a stop to such 
practices by passing an act on the lines 
of English law, making it compulsory 
for municipalities who desire to tnftSe In 
light, water and similar commodle# to 
buy out the existing companies, first «t a 
fair price, before going In for trading on 
their own account..

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ATTAR OF ROSES. 


THE KINO'S CLOCKS. 


Sunlight Soap 


The factories wher»» the attar of roses 
is made are mere sheds; sometimes the 
walla are of brick, sometimes of stone, 
and occasionally of planks. On one side 
stand retorts in rows, copper alembics 
about three feet high, with a brick fui* 
naco underneath. Each alembic has a 
capacity of 110 litre or quarts, but for a 
charge only 75 quarts of water are used 
and 22 pounds of rose leaves. 

DiatiUiation goes on for an hour, and 
then the flush receiving the distilled pro¬ 
duct is removed and the alembic recharg¬ 
ed and the process begun again. The 
attar of roses is the oil which float* up¬ 
on the surface, and this is subsequently 
taken off by cooling and condensation. 

Some kind of roses produce more at¬ 
tar than others, and some countries are 
far superior in the quality of their pro¬ 
duction. It is said that a humid spring, 
with intervals of warm sunshine, causes 
the petals to yield more abundantly than 
is the case in a hot, dry season. 

That portion of France south of the 
maritime range of the Alps is the flower 
garden of the world, and for mile# be¬ 
yond the village of Grasse nothing but 
a vista of flower gardens may be seen. 
The violet plants are generally grown in 
fields where there are orange ami lemon 
trees, and the shade of these trees is a 
benefit to the growth of the flower. 

After a gathering has taken place, n 
pomade is made by bringing the flowers 
into contact with some very pure fat, 
the latter being a suitable mixture of 
lard and suet, and carefully purified. 
The pomades are then melted, put ihto 
tin cans, and shipped to all parts of the 
world. 

The manufacturing perfumer removes 
the pomades from the tins, “washing” 
the pomade with deodorised alcohol, 
which takes away from the grease the 
odoriferous substances of the flowers. 
This “washing'’ is the basis of nil fine 
perfume*, and to it are added the vari¬ 
ous oils and substances that give to it 
its great commercial value._

Time-Piece# at Windsor, 


The King of Coffees 


The different Royal Palaces contain, as 
may be supposed a goodly number of 
Cmnvn docks, some interesting particu¬ 
lars concerning which appear in Cham¬ 
bers’s Journal A* regards the docks at 
Windsor, a careful inventory of them is 
kept in the Lord Chamberlain's Depart¬ 
ment, which k* responsible for their 
proper upkeep and 1 safe custody. Tlrin in¬ 
ventory gives a full (Ascription of each 
clock—measurement, situation in the 
castle and photograph. It contain# en¬ 
tries of 230 docks which, with the can¬ 
delabra, fill two large volume® as big as 
full-sized 1 ledger®. Many of the clocks 
at Windsor are works of art of the high¬ 
est order, and one in particular possess¬ 
es an interest enjoyed' by no other dock 
in the world. 

The rtock that Henry VIII. gave as a 
present to Anne Boleyn on her wedding- 
day rests on a modern gflt bracket in 
the chape) retiring-room,, and is only 
four inchew deep and ten indies high. 
Formerly it belonged to He race Walpodo, 
and when his effects were sold at Straw¬ 
berry Hill Queen .Victoria bought it for 
£110 5s. Harrison Ainsworth wrote of 
it: "This love-token of enduring affec¬ 
tion remains the same after three centur¬ 
ies: but four year* after it was given, the 
object of Henry’s love was sacrificed on 
the scaffold. The dock still goes; It 
should have stopped for ever when Anne 
Boleyn died” If it was going when Ains¬ 
worth wrote it goes no longer. The 
weights are encased' in copper gilt ami 
beautifully en^aved—H. A. and troe- 
lowre’ knots on one^ and H. A. alone on 
the other. 

In the footmen’s room at Windsor 
there is a specimen of an “Act of Parlia¬ 
ment dock"—a land 1 of dock that grew 
out of a tax imposed on watches by Pitt. 
This tax caused WBtdie* to be much leas 
worn, and tavern-keepers adopted a bold 
mural time-piece for the benefit of their 
customers. These rtmeiaeoe* ware call¬ 
ed “Art of Parliament docks” and usu¬ 
ally consisted of a large dial of wood 
painted black, with gilt numerals and a 
trunk long enough for a seconds pendn- 
lum. The dial formed the front of the 
dock-case and hod no glass covering. 

The chief curiosity in the way of 
clocks at Buckingham Palace is the Neg¬ 
ress Head Clock—a French spring-bal¬ 
ance production by Lepine, whom Vol¬ 
taire engaged to establish a watch manu¬ 
factory near Geneva. In this dock the 
hour numerals are rfrown iu one of the 
negress's twinkKng eyes and the minutes 
in the other. It stanife two feet five and 
a half inches high, the head and bust of 
the negres* -being in ormolu and- enricheo 
with magnificent decorative features. Of 
another Hock in Buckingham Palace, 
made by Alexander Ousirming; an Edin¬ 
burgh man, for George III., it is said that 
Oumrndng received £2*000 for kt and 
£200 a year for looking after It!

The season in the Alps is at an end 
ami the I^ondon Express has made an 
estimate of the cost in human life. Only 
partial returns are available. The death 
roll, however, may be estimated from the 
figures for the first week in August, 
when 25 people were killed, 20 more or 
less jujured and several reported miwing. 

Borne of the more sensational Incident* 
are thus told by an Express correspond¬ 
ent: Though undoubtedly the best climb¬ 
ers hail from Great Britain, it is none the 
less true that some of the meet rpsh and 
reckless come from the same source. The 
casual young man or woman who start* 
off a few hours after arriving in Switzer¬ 
land to ascend the Wetterhom, or Mont 
Blanc, clad In patent leather riioe* and a 
light summer suit, with no other provis¬ 
ion than a smart walking stick and a, 
packet of cigarettes, is invariably Bri¬ 
tish. 

Miss Mary Wilmot, an English lady 
who was visiting Chateau d’Oex, lost her 
life through climbing rock* m dainty 
high-*heeled shoes. Miss Wilmot started 
with two Swiss companions, but no 
guide, to climb the Roc her* de Paray in 
search of edelweiss. The party, after 
ascending some distance, lost their way, 
and, while her companion* descended to 
look for a safer path. Miss Wihnot at¬ 
tempted to reach a patch of edelweiss on 
a slope overhanging a precipice. TYi© 
rocks crumbled beneath her feet, and, 
nnable to gain secure footing, she slip¬ 
ped and Yell on to a ledge fifty feet be¬ 
low. where her companions found her 
lifeless body. 

Among minor accidents from the same 
causes are the cases of a young English 
lady named Miss Nicholas, who, rambl¬ 
ing alone *n the Chamonix Merde-Glace 
in soft cycling boots, fell info a crevasse, 
and was lucky enough to escape with a 
sprained ankle and a few cut* and 
bruises, and of Mr. Merridew, an Eng¬ 
lishman, who, while climbing Ptlatus in 
thin summer shoes, slipped and fell some 
distance, but managed to arrest his fall 
and to land comparatively unhurt on the 
very brink of a sheer drop of 200 feet. 

Next t*o the danger of climbing with¬ 
out a guide comes the danger of making 
difficult ascents with amateur guide*. 
Owing to this cause a party of four 
young German students from Geneva 
almost lost their live* on the Oharmo*. 
They were all Inexperienced, and were 
being piloted by a young Swiss man of 
j business from Genera. They had reach¬ 
ed a most* dangerous portion of the
